Iii the spring of 1866 he again re­ 
turned to the Normal School, and wan 
elected janitor, which position he held 
for one year and a half. 
This gave 
him considerable work, for he had to 
keep up fourteen fires in the Chapel 
and recitation rooms (no 
furnaces 
then) and keep the rooms in a pre­ 
sentable condition. 
In his way he 
paid for his schooling. 
In the fall 
of 1868 he was again elected to teach 
the K utztown g ram m ar school and he 
accepted the position and resigned the 
janitorship. 
At the end of this term 
he entered Palatinate College in My­ 
erstown, where he remained one year 
and a half. 
The last year he was 
elected to teach and while teaching 
he continued 
the study of 
the lan­ 
guages and also took lessons in the­ 
ology under the Rev. George Wolf, 
D. D., pastor of the Reformed Church 
of Myerstown. 
During this year he 
also preached his 
first 
sermon at 
W omelsdorf, and the second at Mt. 
Edna. 


In the fall of 1869 he entered the 
school of Theology at 
Collegeville, 
from which he graduated in June, 
1872, fifty years ago. 


While studying 
theology he filled 
m any pulpits in different parts of the 
country. 
In the early spring of 1872, 
he was invited to fill the pulpits of 
Zion, or Blaine charge consisting of 
three congregations. 
It was vacant, 
so he w as elected pa: tor of the field, 
and a call extended to him, a fte r he 
was licensed, he accepted, and en ter­ 
ed upon his pastoral duties, June I, 
1872, and served it until July 31, 
1886. 


He was licensed to 
perform 
the 
ministerial functions in May, 1872, 
by Philadelphia Classis, and dismiss­ 
ed as a licentiate to Zion’s Classis, 
which body received him while in 
session in Littlestown, in May of the 
same year. 
A committee of ordina­ 
tion and installation was appointed, 
consisting of Revs. Aaron W arnner, 
I). D., John Ault, ami Jam es C raw ­ 
ford, which discharged 
its 
duties 
June 6, 1872, just fifty years ago. 


While serving this charge he also 
supplied the Eschol Reformed Church 
for several years. 
He resigned this 
supply work and 
organized a 
new 
congregation at Sandy Hill, midway 
between Blain 
and 
Ickesburg, 
the 
| extrem e points of the charge. 
The 


J field now had four congregations. 
To 
serve them he had to travel 
one 
Lord’s Day 27 miles and the next 
13 miles. 
These trips had to be of­ 
ten repeated to catechize the youth, 
visit the sick and officiate at funerals. 
In 1874, November 10th, he 
was 
united in holy m atrim ony to 
Miss 
Amelia J. R. Rice, of Loysville, by 
the Rev. Dr. George W olf who be­ 
friended him during his school years. 
C hrist Church Charge invited him 
to fill their pulpit 
on April 4th and 
5th, 1886, and he accepted the in­ 
vitation and preached on the above 
dates. 
The charge was vacant and 
so they elected him pastor. 
They extended a call, 
but when 
he handed his resignation to the joint 
consistory of Zion Charge it refused 
to accept it, so he declined the call. 
In the course of a few weeks. 
Christ 
Church charge sent a committee to 
interview and urge upon him to ac­ 
cept their call. 
He accepted the call 
and preached! his introductory ser­ 
mon A ugust I, 1886. 
In June, 1916, G ettysburg Classis 
detached St. Jam es aijd St. Luke’s 
congregations from 
Christ 
Church, 
and since th a t time he has served 
Christ Church alone. 


During his fifty year’s pastorate he 
has conducted 5190 divine services, 
baptized 2000 infants, and 75 adults, 
received bv confirmation, certificate 
and re-profession of faith, 1840 m em ­ 
bers, m arried 535 couples, officiated at 
924 funerals, raised in C hrist Church 
Charge for benevolence, $41,9(18.00. 
His labors were made easier when 
the charge elected the Rev. W. A. 
Kline, Litt. D., assistant pastor. 
On the 3d of April, 1896, which 
was Good Friday, the p a sto r’s wife 
took suddenly ill, and died on Easter 
at 12 o’clock. 
This suddent death 
was a severe shock.
